THE FUTURE POPULATION The estimated 1980 population of the United 





OF THE UNITED STATES States, wnich is contrasted with the 1930 

population on the front cover, is from the 
Scripps Foundation. It is based on "medium" estimates of fertility 
and mortality and no net immigration. No one, least of all its ori- 
ginators, would claim more for the estimate than that it is based on 
future trends that now seem reasonable. Because of the impossibility 
of forecasting the size and composition of the population with cer- 
tainty, alternative sets of estimates based on contrasting and more 
extreme assumptions are even more valuable than any single best es- 
timate. They serve to set limits within which, barring social up- 
heaval, the future population will lie. A much more detailed series 
of such estimates than has hitherto been available is given by the 
Scripps Foundation in Population Statistics, National Data, a report 
of the National Resources Committee. (See 4(1):Title 45 and p. 5.) 
The report devotes 14 tables toadisplay of the "low", "medium", and 
"high" assumptions regarding the trends of fertility and mortality, 
and of the estimates yielded by various combinations of them. The 
forecasts are presented.at five-year intervals from 1930 to 1980 and 
are classified by age, sex, and color-nativity. 








The estimate shown on the cover chart is believed by its origi- 
nators torepresent probable future developments more nearly than the 
others. If anything it is thought to be somewhat too large. It is 
based on the assumption that the number of children born per native 
white woman living through the childbearing ages will decline from 
the 1930-1934 level of 2.2 children to 1.9 by 1980. This decline 
would bring the national fertility in 1980 to about the 1929-1931 
levels of Massachusetts, Connecticut, Washington, and Oregon. The 
expectation of life at birth for the native white population, it was 
assumed, would rise from 62.4 years in 1930-1934 to 70 yeers by 1980. 
Further information concerning the underlying assumptions is given in 
the report and the procedure followed is described in "An empirical 
method of calculating future population" by P. K. Whelpton, which 
appeared in the Journal of the American Statistical Association in 


September, 1936. (See 2(3-4):Title 1947.) 





If the population follows the medium trend it will grow from 129 
millions in 1937 to 154 millions by 1980, and shortly thereafter be- 
gin to decline. The high fertility and low mortality assumptions 
would yield 186 millions by 1980, and the low fertility and high mor- 
tality assumptions would produce a maximum of 137 millions between 
1955 and 1960 and a decline to only 128 millions by 1980. Present 
indications suggest something between the low and medium estimates. 


The population will age rapidly under any of the assumptions. 
Persons who will be over 45 years of age in1980 are already born and 
nothing short of an appalling mortality or mass emigration will re- 
duce their numbers by 1980 to the size of the corresponding age group 
in 1930. This aging process will bring substantial changes in the 
size and composition of the nation's labor force and of its dependent 
populutions. If the medium population develops the total population 
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will increase by about 30 millions or 24 per cent between 1930 and 
1980. Persons aged 20 to 64 will increase by 23 millions or nearly 
34 per cent, but less than 3 millions of this increase will fall in 
the most active working ages from 20 to 39. Persons 40 to 64 years 
of age will increase by 70 per cent. The burden of old age depend- 
ency will become more severe, for persons 65 or more years of age 
will increase by more than 15 millions or 232 per cent. On the other 
hand there will be about 8 million fewer children under 20 years of 
age to support and train. If the population follows the low trend 
the change in age composition will be even sharper.

NEW NET REPRODUCTION Table 3 of the "Statistics" section presents 
RATE TABLE a recapitulation of the net reproduction 
rates and related vital measures previously 
shown in the Index together with a large amount of new material. It 
has been necessary to omit the mean length of female generation in 
order to show crude rates of natural increase for comparison with 
the intrinsic rates. A "Current Item" in the April, 1937 issue dis- 
cussed these measures and pointed out some of the high lights of 
their recent trends. 





The available data show little change in the general situation. 
All of the countries of northwestern Europe shown in the table except 
the Netherlands are reproducing well below the extent required for 
permanent replacement. The same condition already exists in Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, and the white population of the United States and 
in parts of eastern Europe. The nét reproduction rate has fallen fur- 
thest in Austria, where, if present rates continue, each generation 
will be less than two-thirds as large as the preceding one. 


There are some indications of a reversal or at least a leveling 
off of the decline in the net reproduction rate. The most notable 
example has been Germany, where this rate rose from a low of .70 in 
1933 to .89 in 1936. The extension of National Socialist demograph- 
ic policies to Austria may conceivably have similar results. Much 
smaller gains have been registered in Denmark, England and Wales, and 
New Zealand. 


The net reproduction rate and intrinsic rate of natural increase 
apply to the population, with a stable age distribution, that would 
eventually appear if present fertility and mortality schedules con- 
tinued in force. The large superiority of the crude over the intrin- 
sic rates of increase in most countries in the table indicates that 
present age distributions are very favorable to population growth. 
In the future they will become less favorable. Hence even if the de- 
cline of net reproductivity is checked, crude rates will continue to 
fall. Substantial increases in specific fertility rates would be re- 
quired to offset this process. 
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RISE IN GERMAN 
FERTILITY 


Dr. Friedrich Burgdérfer, Director of the popula- 
tion section of the Statistisches Reichsamt, has 
recently made use of extensive new data in an at- 
tempt at quantitative evaluation of the factors responsible for the 
phenomenal rise in the German birth rate. (See 4(1):Title 162 and 
Title 606, this issue.) His analysis will interest demographers both 
within and without Germany who have speculated on the relative in- 
fluence of such factors as marriage loans, the prevention of abor- 
tion, and the psychological rebirth of the nation. 








The crude birth rate rose from 14.7 in 1933 to 19.0 in 1936, 
while the net reproduction rate increased from .70 to .89. (See 3(1): 
p. 4 and 3(2):p. 58.) The developments immediately behind this up- 
ward movement are fairly simple. The number of marriages increased 
from 517,000 in 1932 to 740,000 in 1934 and then declined to 611,000 
in 1936. The number of live births shot up from 971,000 in 1933 to 
1,279,000 in 1936. This increase was found in all orders of birth 
and in all areas of Germany, though with considerable regional and 
rural-urban differentials. 


The data used by Burgdérfer in his attempt to disentangle the 
causes of the increase were from several recently developed sources 
which permit the annual computation of the number of married couples 
by number of children ever born, according to age of wife and year 
of marriage. The census of 1933 obtained detailed statistics on num- 
ber of children ever born for each marriage by its duration and by 
the age of the wife, for geographical areas by occupation and social 
status. (See Title 608, this issue.) Beginning in 1933 vital sta- 
tistics were tabulated on the basis of usual residence and data on 
dissolutions of marriage also were obtained. 


In using these new data tomeasure the effectiveness of the pop- 
ulation policies instituted in 1933, Burgdérfer first attempted to 
determine the number of births that would have occurred if the demo- 
graphic conditions at the beginning of the National Socialist regime 
had continued until 1936. He assumed that the absolute annual num- 
ber of marriages would have remained at the 1932 figure and that the 
specific legitimate birth rates observed at the census of 1933 would 
have continued in force. The number of births actually registered 
in the period 1933-1936 was 900,000 greater than that which would 
have been expected on these assumptions. The part of these addition- 
al births attributable to increased marriages was then estimated by 
applying the birth rates of 1933 to the excess of marriages in each 
year 1933-1936 over the 1932 figure. It was thus estimated that 
300,000 of the increase in births were caused by additional marriages 
during the four years. The remaining 600,000, or about two-thirds 
of the total, resulted from an actual increase in the fertility of 
marriages. 


Dr. Burgdérfer proceeded to analyze the relative importance of 
the various policies contributing to these increases in births. For 
this purpose he compared the fertility of couples who had received 
marriage loans with that of other couples. In Germany excluding the 
Saar there occurred from 1933 to 1935 about 520,000 marriages with 
loans and 1,485,000 without loans. During this period the former 
group produced a total of 590 births per 1,000 marriages, whereas 
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the marriages contracted without loans bore only 402 per 1,000, ara- 
tio of 147 to 100. Burgdérfer believes, however, that the couples 
receiving loans constituted a rather selected sample. He pointed out 
that the loans went predominantly to the laboring classes and within 
these classes possibly to the more fertile groups. In any event, the 
increase caused by marriage loans is not sufficient to account for 
the entire rise in the German birth rate. In Burgdérfer's opinion 
an unmeasurable part, probably the major share, of the increase must 
be attributed to the psychological, as opposed to the material, pop- 
ulation policies of the government. 


Complete fertility statistics of this type are not yet available 
for 1937. Provisional crude birth rates for the first three quarters 
of 1937 declined slightly from the 1936 rates. This decrease is of- 
ficially attributed to an influenza epidemic. 





DE BEVOLKINGS- A new demographic journal, De Bevolkingsboekhoud- 
BOEKHOUDING ing (Population Bookkeeping), made its appearance 


in the Netherlands in January. It is published 
monthly for the Vereenigung voor Bevolkingsboekhouding under the ed- 
itorship of J. L. Lentz, Royal Inspector of Population Registers. 
Its purpose is to further "insight into the aim, significance and 
value of population accounting" and also to carry items of interest 
to the population registrars. 


The January number contained an editorial, "Peace after con- 
flict" (Ontspanning na strijd), which described a forty-years' dis- 
pute among population theorists in the Netherlands. One group op-— 
posed any innovation in the continuous family registers kept in each 
community; the other demanded an "individual card" that would follow 
each person from birth to death through his various communities of 
residence and contain a cumulative record of his demographic experi- 
ence. The conflict began in 1890 and was not solved until the ap- 
proval in 1928 of a "family-—individual card", which preserved the 
family entity and at the same time introduced the cumulative feature 
for the individual.

HUMAN RESOURCES of Human Resources was held in Washington, March

Eduard C. Lindeman, Chairman, George B. Galloway, Washington Repre- 
sentative, and George R. Andrews, Secretary. 





The opening paper, by Frank Lorimer, and the concluding paper, 
by Lawrence K. Frank, dealt with problems of value in the approach 
to population and other social studies. Population trends were also 
treated in papers on human conservation and genetics, by Samuel J. 
Holmes; on human conservation and birth control, by Margaret Sanger; 
and on courtship, marciage, and the family, by Joseph K. Folsom. The 
leadership of Dr. Lindeman provided continuity throughout the dis- 
cussion. Arrangements for the publication of the proceedings of the 
Conference will be announced later. 


BIBLIOFILM The American Documentation Institute announced at its 
SERVICE recent meeting in Washington that its nonprofit Bibli- 


ofilm Service is now being operated in the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture Library, the Army Medical Library, and the 
Library of Congress. Scholars and libraries may have printed or man- 
uscript material copied on 35-millimeter photographic negative film 
or in the form of a legible photoprint made by enlargement from the 
negative. The cost is one cent per page for film or ten cents per 
page for photoprints, plus a fixed charge of twenty cents per item. 
A special desk-model reading machine for microfilm can be obtained 
from Science Service, 2101 Constitution Ave., Washington, D. C. 


The Institute also operates an Auxiliary Publication Service, 
which accepts for deposit, without charge, material of certain types 
and makes it available at low cost in microfilm or photoprints. The 
material accepted includes any paper of which only a summary was puh-— 
lished in a learned journal and, for articles printed in full, any 
supplementary text, tables, charts, maps, and other basic data. The 
depositor must be a journal editor, who announces in his journal the 
number of the document and its cost. 


These services are steps toward a world-wide library that will 
give scholars economical access toawealth of printed and manuscript 
material. More immediately, they give hope that hitherto unpublished 
data of governmental agencies soon will be readily available to re- 
search workers in the social sciences.
